N. C. .to Pensacola, Fla., 
to give the labor department an 
opportunity for mediation. 

McGrady left immediately for 
New York. His office declined 
to say whether his trip was in 
connection with the Remington- 
Rand strike or the RCA walk-out 
at Camden, N, J.

LOS ANGELES, tff)—A court 
battle between snake experts im¬ 
pended today in the triai of Rob¬ 
ert S. James, much-married bar¬ 
ber who Is charged with murder¬ 
ing his seventh spouse, Mary, by 
drowning her after submitting her 
to rattlesnake torture. 

Deputy District Attorney Eu¬ 
gene Williams said that when the 
trial is resumed next Monday he 
will have a herpetologist ready to 
refute testimony the defense has 
announced it will present. 

Counsel for the defendant an¬ 
nounced they would place on the 
stand a reptile expert to testify 
rattlesnakes can not live a year 
in captivity. 

State Has Expert 

Prosecutors have exhibited dur¬ 
ing the trial two snakes they said 
v.'cre used by James in the torture 
of his wife last August. 

Williams said C. H. Scobie, 
snake expert who yesterday 
brought a jar of pickled reptiles 
to the district attorney’s office, 
would testify for the state. 

“If the defense attempts to 
show that rattlesnakes can’t live 
a year in captivity and therefore 
that the two rattlers we Intro¬ 
duced could not possibly have been 
the ones that were used by James, 
Mr. Scobie will refute them,” said 
Williams. 

He added that Scobie will also 
contradict testimony concerning 
the suddenness with which rattle¬ 
snakes strike at objects. Attor¬ 
neys for James have said they 
would show, by thrusting an arti¬ 
ficial foot into a box containing a 
rattler, that the serpents are com¬ 
paratively slow in making an at¬ 
tack. 

Put I..eg in F.OX 

The state charges that James 
thrust the leg of hi.', trussed wife 
into a box in which a rattlesnake 
lay coiled. 

“Naturally a rattler may not 
.strike at an arificial foot im¬ 
mediately,” Williams declared. 
“It has not the living smell.” 

The state iinally succeeded yes¬ 
terday in in'.roducing as evidence 
the confession James signed to the 
slaying of his wife. For four days, 
the defense maintained a “filibust¬ 
er” to keep it out of evidence, con¬ 
tending it was inadmissable on 
the grounds that James was co¬ 
erced into signing it and that fur¬ 
thermore he was mentally irre- 
.'iponsible when he did so. 


Menton Says Workers in 
Bond Campaign Can't 
Get Salaries 


NEW YORK, (.iPl—- Dedicating 
the $64,000,000 Tri-Borough bridgie 
today. President Roosevelt cited it 
as a symbol of changing human 
needs that are constantly making 
government more complex and 
costly. 

The chief executive, stopped here 
briefly on his way north for a 
vacation cruise to dedicate the 
huge structure across the East 
river which PWA funds helped to 
build. He was accompanied by 
Secretary Ickes, public work ad¬ 
ministrator. 

In a brief address, the President 
noted that in older days there was 
no need for such a bridge connect¬ 
ing Manhattan with Queens and 
The Bronx. He recalled that a lit¬ 
tle more than 100 years ago, his 
own great-grandfather owned a 
farm in Harlem close to the Man¬ 
hattan approach of the bridge. 

Time and New Needs 

“Some of us who are charged 
with the responsibilities of govern¬ 
ment,” he added, “pause from time 
to time to ask our.selves whether 
human needs and human invention 
are going to change as greatly in 
the generations to come as they 
have in the generation that has 
passed. 

“It is not alone that as time goes 
by w'e are confronted with new 
needs—needs created by hitherto 
undreamed-of conditions—it is al¬ 
so because growth in human know¬ 
ledge labels now as needs many 
things which in the olden days we 
did not think of as needs.” 

With that text, the President 
launched into a discussion of gov¬ 
ernmental functions. 

“Government .Must t!hange” 

“Government itself, whether it 
be that of a city or that of a sov¬ 
ereign state or that of the union of 
the states, must,” he -said, “if it 
is to survive, recognize change and 
give to new needs reasonably and 
constant help. 

“Government itself cannot close 
its eyes to the pollution of waters, 
to the erosion of soil, to the slash¬ 
ing of forests, any more than it 
can close its eyes to the need for 
slum clearance, and schools and 
bridges. 

“Government it.self is, of neces¬ 
sity, more complex because all life 
is more complex. The machinery of 
gevernment and the cost of gov¬ 
ernment under Mayor Seth Low in 
1901 would not serve the es.sential 
needs of the people of the city in 
the days of Mayor La Guardia in 
1936. 

I p-to-Uale Demaiids 

“People require and people are 
demanding up-to-date government 
ii; place of antiquated government, 
just as they are requiring and de¬ 
manding tri-borough bridges in 
the place of ancient ferries.” 

Citing changes in governmental 
demands, the President said no one 
used to “protest against the dump¬ 
ing of sewage and garbage into 
our rivers and harbors,” nor “pro¬ 
test becau.se there were not play¬ 
grounds for children in crowded 
tenement areas.” nor “prote.st 
against firetraps or factory 
smoke.” 

“In those days,” he said, “gov¬ 
ernment was not interested in 
helping to provide bathing beaches 
and swimming pools and recrea¬ 
tional areas; nor had those who 
toil conceived the thought that 
they were entitled to at least one 
day of rest in seven and an annual 
vacation.” 


Payment of $6500 in bills in¬ 
curred during the October, 1935, 
water bond election campaign ap¬ 
peared today to be definitely 
blocked as the result of an opin¬ 
ion of District Attorney W. F. 
Menton that no claims for work 
done outside the Orange county 
flood control district office can be 
paid. 

About $1500 of the sum is for 
labor, and according to County 
Auditor W. T. Lambert, who held 
up payment, all the labor claims 
are for workers who occupied an 
office on Main street, Santa Ana. 
during the campaign. Lambert 
.said no claims of workers who 
were employed in the flood control 
office at the courthou.se had been 
denied. 

Menton's opinion was given at 
the request of county supervisors, 
who recognized court decisions 
that advertising bills cannot be 
paid, but hoped to pay wage 
claims. Two court actions in which 
publishers sought to recover por¬ 
tions of nearly $5000 in adverti.s- 
ing bills have held that the bills 
are not legal charges against the 
county.

Guard Gas Tax 

Swinging from an account of the 
achievements of the commission 
and the history of state highways, 
Hopkins uttered a warning that 
the future of the arterial sys¬ 
tem would be subjected to grave 
danger in future years unless the 
voters passed a referendum mea¬ 
sure in November guaranteeing 
forever the use of ga.soline tax 
money solely for highways. 

“All our work will be threaten¬ 
ed unless this gasoline tax propo¬ 
sition is made an amendment to 
the constitution,” he thundered. 

In a description of the financial 
plight of the commission, the 
speaker said that the state got 
only 1'2 cents of the 3 cents col¬ 
lected on each gallon, which al¬ 
lowed it only $24,000,000 a bien¬ 
nium. as compared to $30,000,000 
and $40,000,000 several years ago. 

H. R. Judah, .Santa Cruz piibli.sh- 
er and new member of the commis¬ 
sion, explained that three coun¬ 
ties now get a lion’s share of the 
gas tax money, and that if more di¬ 
versions are made from the state's 
pre.sent share, smaller cities 
throughout the state will suffer 
proportionately. 

Work of Chairman Hopkins was 
highly prai.sed by Phil A. Stanton 
of Stanton, member of the com- 
mi.ssion and former speaker of the 
assembly.

Introducing the speakers and 
other dignitaries gathered on a 
piatiorm at the northwest corner 
of the Plaza was Mayor A. C. 
Botce, who praised the coopera¬ 
tion of the commls .on and added 
that although the paving had been 
torn up three months, the results 
were worth waiting for.

Place a spoonful 
of the latter in a tortilla. .Sprinkle 
on a handful of chopped onions, 
some of the lettuce and olives, pin 
the tortilla together with a clothes¬ 
pin. and try to eat.

How To Keep 
Healthy In 
Camo Life 


By C. N. ('HRlS>rAN-, M. D. 

Every child before g'oing to 
camp should receive a thorough 
physical examination. First, to 
determine his physical witness for 
camp life and how his activities 
should be controlled. If certain 
parts of his body need special 
building up. that should be dis¬ 
covered and a proper health pro¬ 
gram be outlined to accompli.sh 
this purpose. If his heart is weak 
or undeveloped his activities 
•should be arranged to build it up. 
so that over-exertion will not dam¬ 
age it. 

In this examination care .should 
be taken to discover any contag¬ 
ious (ii.scase which could infect 
others. If disea.sed tonsils or en¬ 
larged adenoids are present, they 
should be treated and the condi¬ 
tion removed. All diseased or de¬ 
cayed teeth ought to be cared for 
and the ears inspected. 1 

All this should be attended to 
weeks before the time of going i 
to camp, so that recovery can be j 
advanced and the child be in the ; 
best condition to benefit from 
camp life. 

In choosing your camp you 
should determine how cold or wet \ 
the weather may be and arrange I 
clothing to suit the probable wea- j 
ther conditions. If he is to sleep 
and live in tents, it is important 
that sufficient heavy clothing be 
provided for bad weather. 

Several pairs of heavy shoes are 
provided. Tennis or gymnasium 
shoes are good for around camp 
and for play, but on hikes high 
stout shoes with large flat heels 
do not tire the feet as do shoes 
without heels. 

If the camp does not engage a 
physician, each child should own 
a small first-aid kit. It should 
contain a small vial of alcohol 
and one of tinct. of iodine or 
mercurochrome, some vaseline for 
bums and one or two one-inch 
and two-inch roller bandages. ' 

Add several small pads of sterile ' 
gauze, a little roll of adhesive ‘ 
plaster, a small pair of scissors 
and a thumb forceps. ,

LOS ANGELES, Califor¬ 

nia lemon prices jumped sharply 
during the past week in the east¬ 
ern and middle western auction 
centers.

Orange prices were weaker but 
volume advanced 48 cars to 692 
cars for the week, a record for 
more than two years. Valencia 
auction prices slipped off 17 cents 
to $3.75. 

Total sales for the week on lem¬ 
ons were 329 cars, 98 more than 
a week ago. There were 17 cars 
o.f grapefruit sold in the auction 
during the week, which does not 
include fruit sold in cars of mixed 
oranges and grapefruit. 

W. C. Frackelton, manager of 
the California-Arizona orange and 
grapefruit agency, announced next 
week’s prorate as 1300 cars of val- 
encias in interstate commerce 
from Southern California and 175 
cars of Valencias in intrastate 
ccmmerce. also from Southern 
California. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the mar¬ 
ket as a whole, says: 

“The extremely hot weather 
which developed over practically 
the w'hole country during the week 
brought rising markets on Cali¬ 
fornia oranges and lemons. 

“The lemon market is higher 


and very strong due to the all- 
time record temperatures. The 
exchange sold over 650 cars of 
lemons during the week, the larg¬ 
est weekly sale of the year. Sup¬ 
plies out will permit continued 
heavy sales the first of next week 
and shipmnts have been increased 
to 120 cars dally, practically the 
capacity of the packing houses. 

“In the Valencia market prices 
opened lower on medium to small 
sizes but hot weather demand 
brought higher prices with medi- 
un-) and large sizes closing higher 
and small sizes steady for the 
week. 

“Sales continued heavy on or¬ 
anges. The exchange sales have 
' averaged over 1250 carloads week- 
i ly for the past six weeks.

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Let’s End This Strike 

fTIHE ORANGE COUNTY citrus strike today is racing 
-L hell-bent toward an explosion of blood and fire. In the 
north end of the county, armed gangs of strikers and vig¬ 
ilantes have resorted to clubbing and manhandling each 
other. 

Next step likely may be open warfare with gun and 
torch with the bodies of dead men and women weltering 
in the flames of burning homes and packing houses. 

And then peace—an enforced peace with militia stand¬ 
ing around carrying bayonets and machine guns—but a 
peace which will be only temporary, because that kind of 
peace can never get to the fundamental cause of the 
disagreement. 

* * * 

It is vitally important that this strike be stopped 
before bad grows worse. 

It must be stopped before men are killed and packing 
plants are burned. 

It must be stopped before an indelible scar is left 
upon the once friendly relations of employer and worker 
in our biggest industry. 

It must be stopped before Orange county gets a name 
over the United States for labor troubles like Imperial and 
San Joaquin valleys and the San Francisco waterfront. 

And unless it is stopped from within—it may have to 
be stopped from without by armed troops marching at the 
orders of Governor Merriam or of President Roosevelt. 

* * * 

Surely there are in Orange county men big enough 
to end this rapidly growing internal war. Men with vision 
and influence, who can call together the leaders of the 
opposing groups. Men who can stop the strike by use of 
common sense and conciliation. 

These men should be leaders in whom both growers 
and pickers have trust and confidence. They should be 
well-known citizens, respected in their communities and 
among their people. 

They should be men like Assemblyman Ted Craig of 
Brea, Editor William Hart of Orange, Superintendent of 
Schools Frank Henderson of Santa Ana, Merchant Sol 
Gonzales of Santa Ana, Dr. H. A. Johnson of Anaheim, 
Editor W. Kee Maxwell of Fullerton, Dr. Glenn Curtis of 
Brea, Contractor 0. T. Stevens of La Habra, and other 
trusted civic leaders. 

* * * 

These men, or others equally endowed, should call 
together the leaders of the growers and the strikers in a 
temporary truce. 

They should say: ‘‘Now, gentlemen, put your cards 
on the table. What is the situation? What are your de¬ 
mands? What are your conditions? Tell us so that we can 
consider all the facts impartially.” 

Then they should reach a just, well-considered con¬ 
clusion—fair to both sides. 

Their decision, of course, would not be binding. Either 
side could reject it. But it is unthinkable that either fac¬ 
tion would willingly spurn a recommendation that prom¬ 
ised a fair and lasting solution to the present trouble. 

* * * 

The militia can end the strike. But they cannot re¬ 
move the underlying friction which sooner or later will 
break out in another labor struggle. 

A conciliation committee of respected Orange county 
leaders can not only end the strike—but can also wipe out 
disagreements and difficulties which might start future 
strikes. 

Is Orange county big enough to handle its own trou¬ 
bles—or must we wait for interference from outside? 

Conciliation offers a peaceful way out. It should be 
tried! 

You May Be The Next 

Y ou MAY be next. Death is no respecter of persons on 
Orange county highways. So far this year 38 people 
have sacrificed their lives because someone wasn’t care¬ 
ful—nine since last Saturday. 

It’s getting worse. Last year to date the death toll 
was 29. That’s bad enough. But it is not nearly so grue¬ 
some as the bloody record of 1936. 

Don’t speed. Don’t take your attention from the 
road. Don’t drive with faulty brakes or steering appa¬ 
ratus. Don’t try to get by with wornout tires, defective 
rear vision mirror, or glaring headlights. Don’t drink 
before driving and don’t ride with anyone who has. 

Thirty-eight traffic deaths in Orange county so far 
this year—nine since last Saturday. You may be next. 
Be careful.

W HOEVER heard of Chin Foo, the Chinese 
cook, whose loyalty saved five men? Few 
except the five he saved, and the reason is that 
loyal little Chin Foo tended his pots and pans 
and ordinarily left all worldly matters to his 
superiors. 

And hence it 
was that on an ill-fated day long ago in a Latin 
America harbor, when the captain stuck his 
head into the galley and said, "Better run for 
it.

thrill than my own tasks of firing the galley 
stove first thing of the morning, grinding coffee 
and peeling spuds!”

For a time his only home was an 
empty packing box or a barrel on the docks. 
He went to sea on a white-winged ship, when 
he was nine years old, and served from cabin 
boy to captain in almost every class of ship 
afloat. 

H e SCORNED the dull routine of big pas¬ 
senger vc.sscls, however, and resigned 
many a good position to gain new experience. 
From sailing ves.sels he went to .steam. He cap 
tained every type of tug boat, from a grimy 
harbor tug to big offshore towing ves.sels. Once 
as a matter of historical interest. Captain Barry- 
commanded a llect of tugs which towed a whole 
navy stern-first into Havana harbor. 

“You see," he said over his pipe, recalling 
that remarkable occasion, "there were only two 
ves.sels in the entire navy of this particular lit 
tie nation. The admiral of the fleet was as pom 
pous as if his fleet was the biggest afloat, anil 
he'd hardly act human at all. 

"I was engaged in [lort construction for Cuba 
which wasn't on more than speaking terms just 
then with this country

Rebel¬ 
lions and plagues have come his way, but in all 
his years at sea, never a shipwreck.

Right now. just to keep off the barnacles 
Tm operating a ship, as agent, on the Paclfli 
Coast. .She’s in lumber trade between here and 
the Columbia River. 

“I’ve lived in California eleven years — the 
longest stretch I’ve ever stayed put!” 

F OIt many years Captain Barry was vice 
president, manager and a director of the 
Gulf Export and Tran.sportatlon Company, 
which operaterl all kinds of vessels except the 
luxury liner” pa.ssenger type. He pioneered the 
fort of ffeaumont, Texas, and hi,s company put 
the first shijis Into the Port of Houston. Texas, 
in Latin America trade. More recently he man¬ 
aged traffic and trade extension for Long Beacli 
Harbor, buiMlng its present enviable trade from 
’scratch."

S MOKK sipnalK havp hecn dotting the hori¬ 
zon. Runner.s have been streaking over the 
Arizona iandscape, iateiy. announcing that the 
biggest Intiian conference in haif a century 
opened this week. 

If that sounds alarming to your pioneer 
grandfather, it needn't sound that way to you. 
In his day it would luive meant war. You may 
be scalped, also, if you are within range of 
the great powwow, tint your .scalping will be 
financial. 


These red folk at least TOGO of them are 
gathering at the i.solated mountain town of 
Flagstaff, bent, not on r.hiding and murdering, 
hut on peddling their wares. In short, their 
HI.'iB get-together is a powwow for profits. 

Palefaces furnish the profits, and assemble 
srttli them in a pine forest on the edge of the 
town. Th*y supply more story-book "color" and 
characters than you ever dreamed of, and be¬ 
fore sundown you will have a sedan full of 
Navajo rugs, Hopi jewidry, miscellaneous bas¬ 
kets, pottery, bead work, moccasins and what¬ 
ever else the bronzed arti.sans have made.

If you haven't succumhcfl and emptied your 
purse by sundown, you'll fall next day, or the 
next. That first night, at the supper hour, .'>0 or 
.so young bucks with locked arms wfll start 
dancing and chanting in a circle, in a clearing 
among the pines. Ry midnight the number of 
dancers will be .'iOO or more, and by dawn it 
may be 1000. You can't sleep, not even in a 
hotel a mile away. The weird, haunting rhythm 
of the dance chant around I he monster bonfire 
will fill the forest. It will fill your imagination. 
By breakfast time you will realize that you are 
guest at a truly signiheant ceremonial. You 
will tell Emma, your wife, or O.scar, yoiir hus¬ 
band, that you had better buy several more 
things you admired yesterday, because you now 
appieciate the importance of the powwow. 


America did when Columbus discovered it. A 
white man will be an oddity. 

Gladwell Richardson, author, came to Arizona 
and became so interested in the powwow that 
Flagstaff made him director of it this year. He 
has injected the nece.ssary imagination, which 
a .somewhat statistical Flagstaff lacked (Indians 
were no novelty to the town’s citizens, you un¬ 
derstand). Mr, Richard.son has arranged for a 
public pre.sentation of many rare and stirring 
ceremonials, such as the Arapahoe scalp dance, 
Navajo fire dance, Apache devil dance, Co¬ 
manche war dance, plus squaw races, chicken 
pulls and other lighter things. Still further, you 
can actually see the blankets, rugs, belts, moc¬ 
casins, pottery, baskets, bracelets, rings, leg¬ 
gings, et cetera, de luxe, being made right there 
in the encampments. Sensing the educational 
possibilities, Richardson has arranged for hun¬ 
dreds of school teachers to be present to wit¬ 
ness demonstrations of arts and crafts, as well 
as ceremonials, arranged especially for them, 
and all authentic. 

The pine forest encampment will be a para¬ 
dise for white artists, sculptors, musicians, 
photographers and writers. From Clarence S. 
Taptuka, Hopi tenor, to Jo.sephine Jane, most 
beautiful Navajo, this powwow will be an as¬ 
semblage of highly picturesque men and women 

-with no “false front" or artificiality. Show¬ 
manship is inherent in the thing, and you can 
write in your memory that the Flagstaff Pow¬ 
wow has become one of the few significant folk 
festivals in North America,

The selling end is, really, just incidenlal, in 
the Indians' minds. Rcl people aren’t very 
good at Chamber of Commerce stunts. But the 
white friends of the reservation dwellers know 
a trick or two. These palefaces discovered that 
the Indians hail real art products for sale, and 
.sadly needed a little money. Wherefore, the 
powwow was promoted .solely as a ehance to 


to come and see the show. The "catch” is— 
Flagstaff is a small town; -she hasn’t had time 
to build a hotel and auto camp cabins to ac¬ 
commodate such an influx of white visitors. 
The reds take care of themselves -ju.st bed 
down in the forest, as of yore. 

Because Arizona has more Indians than any 
other state, and because her Navajos and Hopis 
ase the best artists and artisans of all the na¬ 
tive American tribesmen, this powwow has 
jumped to top place among ceremonials of its 
kind. Once Gallup, New Mexico, held the honor, 
but Flagstaff is now mecca for the red man. 
k’or three days northern Arizona will look like 


I T STARTED several years ago. The Indians 
fell in line, because they are a sociable lot 
anyway, and had a good time among them¬ 
selves. Nearly 400 attended that first powwow! 
Flagstaff thought it marvelous. Now Flagstaff 
people are worried because they have a lion 
by the tail. They have attracted 7000 Indians, 
and apparently twice that many whites want

I’ll bet those cruiser engineers hung 
up a world's record for getting up steam and 
getting boilers cut in.” 

A few of' the men suffered from exposure. 
They were treated on the rescuing cruisers, and 
none suffered permanent ill effects. 

Practically all of the officers and men, true 
to navy customs, saluted the officer of the deck 
and the quarter deck as they boarded the ships. 
One high ranking officer, clad in a life jacket, 
wet white sweater and long woolen underwear, 
sans pants and shoes, but with dignity, saluted 
the officer of the deck, asked permission to come 
aboard, turned and saluted the quarter deck 
and turned again to face his former superior 
officer, saluted him and said, "Good evening, 
sir." Nearly all the officers in some way man¬ 
aged to save their hats. They had been useful, 
too, for bailing out the rubber life boats. 

One group, in true navy style, had lowered 
their boat, slid down the lines and hadn't even 
gotten their feet wet until they shipped some 
water while hauling in men swimming. This 
boat actually came alongside the Richmond’s 
gangway, disembarked the crew, came aboard, 
boat and all, after having sent the rescuing 
motor launches on to lite rafts which were 
further away. 

What caused the disaster? This question was 
put by dozens of reporters as the men landed 
in San Francisco. There were almost as many 
opinions as reporters. One of the sailors de¬ 
scribed it as follows: 

"We was buzzing along at four bells and a 
jingle, headed for the barn, when one of our 
tail feathers went haywire. So we stops to look 
over the situation. Couldn’t do anything, so the 
old man puts her down, we takes a dive, swims 
around for awhile, the cruisers gets us, and 
here we are." 

A fter the flurry of excitement had blown 
over and after sober thought and exchange 
of ideas with other officers and men. Lieutenant 
■Van Swearingen said, "We were hit by a gust. 
The testimony in the court shows part of the 
fin gave way, put a strain on the forward main 
point of attachment, frame 17.5 tore out from 
there and damaged the cells that deflated. This 
time there were a lot of people to testify. They 
said it was design and that is, I think, unques¬ 
tionably the answer. 

"We were trying something new in airships, 
trying to give them fins something like the best 
transport planes, which are only a recent de¬ 
velopment, a fin with most of the bracing 
inside. We were trying for increased speed and 
endurance by elimination of a lot of drag re- 
si.stance from a great many outside braces. 
Planes tried it and had a lot of difficulties be¬ 
fore they got it whipped.” 

Even after their harrowing experience, which 
they con.sider more as ail in the day’s work 
than either harrowing or thrilling, the officers 
and men of the Macon are ardently for airships. 
An experimental type of fin failed and a ship 
lost. They say that is no reason to give up air¬ 
ships. They believe, as the judge advocate of 
the naval court said, "If we build another air¬ 
ship we can build her a lot better.” 

They point out that airplanes cannot sst 
hclium-flllcd ships on fire, the only way an air¬ 
plane could bring an airship down in the past. 
They believe that an airship as a small, very 
fast airplane carrier, is of tremendous value to 
the fleet in that it, as planes cannot, can scout 
with its pKancs for over a hundred hours of fly¬ 
ing. a thou.sand miles or more off the coast. 

They also point out that comparatively the 
cost is not as large as we have been led to be¬ 
lieve. Forty millions of dollars have been spent 
on airships and airship activities to date. This 
represents slightly more than the cost of ONE 
battleship. The single aiijBhips have each cost 
less than the single new de.stroyers or the big 
new submarines. 

The pioblem is .somewhat different now than 
m the la.st war, they freely admit, but they 
stre.ss that aiiships in this country are armored 
by helium against explosive bullets, carry alr- 
:ilanr.s and guns, can fly thousands of miles 
'vhcre wartime .ships flew hundreds. In fact, 
they have changed entirely to meet new con- 
I’tions. 

Further, they say, if war should come. In the 
single job of protecting merchant ships from 
submarine attacks, where airships showed 100 
percent efficiency during the World War, one 
or two cargri",s and big liners saved would tj«v 
for all the money and all the lives the Uniten 
States has expended on naval airships. 

The attitude of the men of the Macon is very 
clearly expressed in their answer to one ques¬ 
tion, "Are you ready to quit the airship buii- 
ness?” 

"Quit? Hell no!”

U P IN the no.se the men still huddled, getting 
word from time to time about developments. 
There w,s.s no excitement. Afterwards Lieuten¬ 
ant Van Swearingen .said, "When we got to the 
forward platforms, the ship was noseil up pretty 
steeply. As we went up. there were a lot of wi.se 
cracks going around. We weren't worried, for 
we knew she was built to fly with considerable 
damage to her cells. In fact, the Akron had done 
it when she threw a propeller through one. We 
knew she was built like a battleship to .stanfi a 
certain number of torpedo hits. 

"Finally word came 0 and 2 cadis were also 
going. Then we knew we would have to land. 
Next came weird to stand by and prepare to 
abandon ship. We certainly were busy for the 
next few minutes getting out the rubber life 
boats, opening hatches, cutting holes in the 
outer rover and rigging lines ready to Icjwer 
away. 

"There was no excitement anywhere in the 
shqi. All the airship men and .some of our air¬ 
plane pilots had had free balloon training and 
knew that when the skipper said ’landing' he 
meant ju.st that. With our rudders and flippers 
useless we could still float like a free balloon, 
like a siufare ship. We had the same ve iical 
control as a free balloon. In them you just let 
out some gas till you get heavy and gravity 
brings you down. 

"If you are going down too fast, you drop 
.S iui ■ ballast and slow up. ’ihen, just before you 
hit. you drop some more ballast to check the 
impact. We had droppc'd fuel and ballast aft,

Lieutenant Mackey, looking out of a hatch, was 
the first in tlii' nos' to see water. In the control 
car everything movable was let go and more 
ballast was dump il, i hat c hecked her a lot.

At each hatch throughout the length of the 
Macon, men had cast life boats overboard and 
hacl climbed down ropes into them.

Last week, in lesson Number 
1, we studied the ancient secrets 
of the Hindu my.stics; today, we 
will be more up-to-date and learn 
two mystifying tricks of modern 
magic. 

, Many magic tricks are famous 
; throughout the civilized world. It 
' is difficult to find anyone who 
hasn't heard and puzzled over 
such popular miracles as "The 
Hindu Rope Trick,” “Sawing a 
Woman in Half,” or “The Rabbit 
From the Hat.” 

But not ali famous magic tricks 
have been handed down through 
the years. The modern magician 
has hundreds of new inventions 
and .sciences with which to im¬ 
prove his ma'Tic and every day, 
newer and nior<' haffiing tricks 
are being performed. One of the 
more famous mnd'^rn miracies to 
be invented is the "Telephone 
Trick,” which I will teach you to¬ 
day. 

There are over a rlozen wavs to 
perform this trick, but it has 
been .steadily improved upon until 
now it is one of the mo.st amaz¬ 
ing tricks of modern magic! To 
those who “don't know how, " the 
only solution of this trick seems 
to be mental telepathy! So get 
out your Secret Code and let’s 
find out. 

Effect; This is what to say and 
do while performing the Tele¬ 
phone Trick. After you have per¬ 
formed the two tricks in le.s.son 
Number 1, turn to your audience 
and say: 

“You have just witnessed two 
Hindu tricks. I will now att<’mpt 
to entertain, and fool you. with 
.something a little different in the 
way of magic. I will try to 
prove to you that it is possible 
for one magician to send thought 
waves, through the air. to an¬ 
other magician, no matter how 
far away he is.” Mo.st people 
would call this "mental tele¬ 
pathy,” hut we magicians call it 
"Tel-a-magic,” becau.se we use a 
telephone to prove that we have 
really been able to send our 
thought me.s.sage, 

"Now, will .some member of the 
audience please call out the name 
of his favorite card, or if you 
haven’t a favorite cartl. Ju.st 
name any card at all.” 

Let us .say that someone calls 
the "ten of spades.” then con¬ 
tinue: 

"Thank you. The gentleman has 
just named the ten of spades as 
his favorite card and you will all 
agree with me that, until he 
called his card, no one in this 
room could possibly have known 
what card he was going to name.” 

H OWEVER, one of my brother 
magicians and 1 have been 
practicing "Telamagic” together 
and by thinking of this caril real 
hard, 1 believe I can tell him 
what it is by .sending out thought 
waves. Let's .see if I'm right. 

Will someone go to the tele¬ 
phone and call my friend for me 
and see if he has received my 
thought me.s.sage. His phone num¬ 
ber is Main 0999, ju.st ask for 
Keith Smith and when he an.swers 
the phone, ask him to name the 
card! 

To the amazement of your 
audience, your fiiend will imme¬ 
diately name the correct card. 

This is the late.st version of 
the "Telephone Trick. " The im¬ 
portant features of this method 
of performing the trick are: You 
never go near the telephone; the 
entire trick is done by the audi¬ 
ence; there are no confederates in 
the audience and regardle.ss of 
what card is calloil, your friend 
will immediately name it when 
' phoned by any member of your 
audience! 

Secret: Since it is neces.sary 
‘ for you to have another person 
' with whom to work this trick, I 
sugge.st that you have one of your 
friends, who is inteie.sted in 
magic, join the W. .M. C.

As the .savages came 
on, the strokes of their paddles increa.sing in 
speed, he prayed that they only wisheii to barter. 

In an incredibly short time the two canoes 
were alongsiile. By gestures and signs. Captain 
Knowles soon confirmed his .surmise that there 
were no Kuropeans on the island As the strange 
conver.sation with the natives continued, he be¬ 
came more and more convinced no friendly re¬ 
reception awaited him on the island of Ohitahoo. 
Although their efforts to appear peaceful were 
obvious, gullible indeefi would have been the 
per.son mistaking their awkward guile for sin¬ 
cere friendline.ss. Despite his age and lack of 
experience in tho.se waters Captain Knowles was 
not deceived. 


A tTER all, even Captain Knowles had heard 
impressive stories of mysterious islands in 
the Low Archipelago that sank below the sur¬ 
face of the sea as a ship came. near. And others 
of the crew looked nervously at the phenomenon 
and recalled the Remora .Monsters, tho.se gi¬ 
gantic things that attached themselves to the 
bottoms of vessels and, regardless how .stiff the 
breeze, doomed the ship to fixedness, the crew 
dying of hunger and thir.st. 

As the sun burned its ways to the zenith, a 
clearer view could be obtained of the waters. 
It was "Limpy" Bartlett who discovered that the 
John Adams was sailing but a few fathoms 
above the bottom of the sea! Coral! Sail was 
reefed and a lookout posted at the bow. Cau¬ 
tious eyes peered ahead. 

The little craft made her way painfully across 
the boundless floor. The plant-like clusters now 
and then rose to within several feet of her hull. 
The constant cries of the lookout and the .spin¬ 
ning helm, pitched the nerves of every man 
aboard to the breaking point. Death was a 
speedy thing in the ocean deep, but prospects 
of tearing open the bottom of your boat on a 
shallow bed coral was not a pretty thing to

Delicate looking little plants were each a 
cluster of sharp pinnacles, brittle as glass.

Captain Knowles wondered if another tragedy 
was pressing down on them. The men watched 
the water in fearsome silence. What would be 
their Fate? 

"Natives, obviously hostile, though they pre¬ 
tended friendliness, pressed in around us in out¬ 
rigger canoes. We wondered if it would be the 
end.” 

T his entry in the diary of Captain Josiah 
Knowles discloses a stark moment of im¬ 
pending tragedy. As the courageous captain
